Bruce Rowe 
elected

For the first time in 15 years, the provincial Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills constituency will be represented by a 
member of the legislative assembly from a party other than 
the Progressive Conservative Party. 

With the ballots from 76 out of 78 polling stations 
counted, the Wtldrose Party’s Bruce Rowe was in the lead 
with 9,.100 votes, with Progressive Conservative Darcy 
Davis coming in second with 5,341 votes. 

NDP’s Kristie Krezanoski was slightly ahead of Liberal 
Garth Davis, 536 to Davis’s 505. 

Rowe says he is ready to go to Edmonton and be the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MIA. 

“We are pretty ecstatic. My team did a wonderful job and 
as a result of that, hen* I am,” said Rowe after a speech in 
front of supporters last night. 

Since its formation in 1997 from the merging of parts of 
the Olds-Didsbury and Three Hills-Airdrie constituencies, 
the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills Consituency has l>een repre¬ 
sented by PC MLA Richard Marz. 

Marz announced his retirement last year and resigned 
from the posting prior to the election being called March 26. 

Provincially, the Tories won a iruyority government beat¬ 
ing out close contender the Wtldrose Party. 

Rowe said that PC candidate Darcy Davis had been his 
closest competitor. 

“They’re the sitting government,” he said. 

“Tfs always tougher to beat the incumbents.” 

Rowe said Davis ran an excellent campaign. 

“We had agreed before we started this, between the two of 
us campaigns, we agreed that we would ran a clean, upfront 
campaign," he said. 

“That has held true.” 

PC candidate Darcy Davis conceded that voters in the rid¬ 
ing switched their allegiance to the Wtldrose. 

“People in the riding of Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills have 
spoken and they’ve shown they’ve voted for change as far as 
party goes,” said Davis. 

Despite conceding defeat, Davis said he ran a good cam¬ 
paign. He said people expressed concent about the pro¬ 
posed power line going through Central Alberta, among 
other issues. 

“I think it went fine. We had a lot of people working real¬ 
ly hard. 1 think there's just a lot of contentious issues that 
people wanted to see change on,” lie said. 

Despite losing the riding, Davis said he was happy that the 
party would retain its majority. 

“I think it’s great that Alison (Redford) will Ik* the premier. 
1 think she’ll keep the province moving into the future and 1 
think that’s a good thing,” he said. 

Tlie Liberal candidate for Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills said 
it was “no surprise that the Wtldrose and PCs ran such a 
close race.” 

“My eyes were wide open,” said Garth Davis. “1 expected 
this. It makes for interesting Alberta politics." 

Garth Davis was scrutineering at Calgary-Hawkwood at 9 
p.m. on election night. 

He explained that his goals going into the election includ¬ 
ed making the public aware of the problems with the PCs 
and the risks with the Wildrose. “I thought I would give the 
voters an alternative choice,” he said. 

He added that he wouldn’t Ik* running again. “1 r<ui a cou¬ 
ple of times in Innisfail, in the past," he said. 

“The IV philosophy is still very strong," Garth Davis said. 
“This election is going to Ik* what I thought it would be.

Public drug coverage based on politics 


Question: Should patients in Rome 
or Detroit have faster access to new 
prescription drugs than someone liv¬ 
ing in Victoria or Windsor? If your 
answer to that is “no," then here is 
another query: Why do government 
agencies tasked to approve or deny 
new drugs in Europe and the United 
States (and which presumably have 
the same high standards as Canada) 
act quicker when compared to Health 
Canada? 

According to the most recently 
available comparable data, when 
compared with the European 
Medicine Agency (EMA) and the 
American Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), Health 
Canada took the longest to approve 
new medicines in most years 
observed. The Europeans were 
quicker in every year surveyed 
(between 2006 and 2010) as were the 
Americans in six of the last seven 
years studied (between 2004 and 
2010). 

In an ironic twist, Canada has occa¬ 
sionally followed the FDA’s lead by 
pulling a prescription drug ‘off the 
market because of safety reasons - 
which is surely favourable for 
Canadians. So if we trust the FDA to 
pull drugs off the market for safety 
reasons, why don’t we trust the FDA 
for drug approvals? There is no rea¬ 
son why Canadians must wait for a 
new medication already approved 
and available elsewhere in the devel¬ 
oped world. 

It is expensive for manufacturers to 
reapply for approval every time they 
want to bring a new drug to market - 
which adds to the price of drugs that 
both individual Canadians and tax¬ 
payers must pay. 

Hut more importantly, Health 
Canada’s slower approval process 
potentially harms patients who other- 
wist- might be able to buy the new 
dings. Thus, tin- federal government 


could speed up access by harmoniz¬ 
ing with the Europeans and 
Americans on regulatory approvals. 
It would save companies and taxpay¬ 
ers money and help those in need of 
the newer drugs. 

The problem is magnified by 
lengthy delays about provincial gov¬ 
ernment reimbursements for new 
drugs, affecting those that rely on 
public drug plans. In this case, it 
absolutely depends on where you 
live. 

Once a new drug has been 
approved as safe and effective by 
Health Canada, provincial regulatory 
agencies must decide whether or not 
the new medication will be publicly 
covered under their respective dmg 
plans. This lengthy process signifi¬ 
cantly prolongs access to new medi¬ 
cines for those dependent on such 
plans. 

For example, Canadians (averaged 
across all provinces) reliant on pub¬ 
lic dmg plans waited an additional 17 
months on average for access to new 
drugs, this after approval by Health 
Canada in 2009 (which itself took 
over 15 months on average to 
approve the new pharmaceuticals in 
the first place). 

Overall, those eligible for public 
dmg coverage were forced to wait 
almost three years before gaining 
access to new prescription medica¬ 
tions that were approved in 2009. 

In many cases, patients are denied 
reimbursement by their respective 
provincial drug plans. As of January 
1, 2012, and averaged across all 
provincial public dmg plans, only 19 
per cent of the new drugs approved 
by Health Canada in 2009 were eligi¬ 
ble for public reimbursement. Hut 
actual approvals vary dramatically 
among the provinces: for instance, 40 
per cent of those drugs were 
approved for public reimbursement 
in Quebec compared to four per cent 


in Manitoba. 

This should come as no surprise 
since decisions regarding public dmg 
coverage are highly politicized and 
are largely based on budget con¬ 
straints. 

Nevertheless, there is one way to 
improve access to new drugs for 
those dependent on public assistance 
to pay for their medication: get gov¬ 
ernments out of the dmg insurance 
business. 

Data show that private drug insur¬ 
ers in Canada approve new drugs far 
more rapidly than public insurance 
plans, and more importantly, cover 
more new dmgs altogether. In con¬ 
trast to public dmg plans, on average 
across the provinces, 82 per cent of 
new drugs approved by Health 
Canada in 2009 were covered by at 
least one private insurer as of the 
beginning of 2012. 

Therefore, one practical solution is 
to replace public dmg plans with 
means-tested subsidies for those 
with catastrophic dmg costs relative 
to income; health consumers in need 
could then purchase a private dmg 
insurance plan of their choice in a 
competitive market. 

Critically, this sensible reform 
would reduce the delay to obtain new 
medicines, allow low-income 
patients to choose the dmg plan that 
best meets their medical needs, and 
ultimately reduce government- 
imposed restrictions on consumer 
choice. 

Through international cooperation 
of the dmg approval process and by 
replacing bureaucratic public dmg 
plans with private- plans and targeted 
subsidies for those with low 
incomes, needed dmgs could more 
quickly be made available to those in 
medical and financial need.

DHS band students take the trip of a lifetime

The Didsbury High School band took its 
trip of a lifetime on April 4 after almost two 
years of preparation and dedication. 

For 11 days, ending on April 14, band stu¬ 
dents took a trip to London, England, where 
they had been invited by Dr. Glenn Price to 
represent Didsbury as performers in a gath¬ 
ering of musical excellence. 

Each day, from as early as 7 am. to 11 
p.m., students were on the move, touring 
and sight-seeing in the London area and 
rehearsing for their three shows at the 
Central Hall of Westminister, London, The 
Anvil, Basingstoke, and St. George’s Parish 
Church, Beckenham.

Firearms course puts safety at the forefront

The spring and summer months 
will see the return of open shoot¬ 
ing ranges and unwanted critter 
populations, and those looking to 
handle a firearm had the opportu¬ 
nity to learn and complete a safe- 
use course and testing through the 
Canadian Firearms Safety Course. 

The course, held on April 21 at 
the Didsbury Neighborhood Place 
by local instructor Rodger Logan, 
aimed to teach participants how¬ 
to indentify, load, unload, and han¬ 
dle a number of firearms safely. 

theory test and practical exam 
were given a notice of completion 
to be sent to the RCMP’s Firearms 
Centre to obtain a Possession 
Acquisition Licence (PAL). 

"The testing encourages you to 
do the safest thing possible for all 
situations,” said Logan, who has 
been instructing this course in 
Didsbury since 1995, with close to 
40 years of instructing experience 


under his belt in total. “It’s impor¬ 
tant for more people to be safe in 
their actions. Some people don’t 
realize that they’re making a mis¬ 
take, and with a firearm there is 
no going back” 

A PAL allows for the purchase 
of firearms and ammunition. 

Logan says attendance for his 
courses has been steady over the 
years, but he predicts a possible 
influx in the next year or so. 

“A lot of people don’t really 
know how dangerous shotguns 
can be and their safety range,” 
said I>ogan, when asked what he 
found to be something most of his 
students did not know going into 
tfie-rfflirRP -With all ifw* develop • 
ment now too, you have to be very 
cautious, even when you go to 
shoot gophers. You have to be 
aware of your range and sur¬ 
roundings and neighbours.” 

As for what Logan always insists 
to his students, he said to “Always 
assume the gun is loaded, and 
control the direction of the muz¬ 
zle. So many people have been 
shot by ‘unloaded’ guns.”
